Alleged Northwestern Has no 


Eight to Parallel Line at 


Such Close Distance. 


This morning a large force 
of-men 


commenced grading in this county for 
the new railway line between Chicago 
and Milwaukee, known as the Wisconsin 
State railway, but which is a branch of 
the Chicago & Northwestern railway. All 
litigation over the right of way was long 
ago settled in this community, but trou- 
ble exists in Illinois and the line it is 
claimed, is being illegally 
constructed 


and that tho company may meet with 
serious trouble before they get through. 
This fact is brought out, the Kenosha 
News says, in condemnation proceedings 
started at Waukegan, 111., by the com- 
pany, in order to force the sale of prop- 
erty for a, right of way. 


A Chicago ex-jurist has been employed 


to look after the interests of the prop- 
erty owners in this suit, and it is alleged 
by him that the Northwestern Railway 
company under the state charters grant- 
ed to it has no right to build this par- 
allel line. His claim is that the com- 
pany lias no right to bniid a parallel line 
within six miles of the main lino now 
operated by it. In nearly every point 
along the line the road is within four 
miles of the main line. 


Of course the company which is build- 


ing the line is organized under the laws 
of Wisconsin and Illinois as the Wiscon- 
sin and State Line Railway company, but 
Judge Ha-necy claims that there is ample 
proof to establish the fact that this new 
company 
name is simply a dodge to 


evade the law, and that he can show that 
it is the plan to turn the line over to 
the Northwestern company as soon as it 
is completed. 


Alex. F. McQuenn, of Lake 
county, 


who has been made the defendant in the 
condemnation proceedings, demands $20,- 
000 from the company for the small por- 
tion of his land needed for the right of 
way. 


The question will have little effect on 


the line in Baeine and Kenosha counties, 
as the company has already settled its 
differences with all of the farmers affect- 
ed by the coming of the line, and much 
of the preliminary TKork has been done 
in this county. The decision in the case, 
however, will bo watched with a great 
deal of interest.

LONG WAY FROM FREEDOM 


Plenty of Prosecution Aitnlnat Hoch If He 


K8?apc9 the Gallows. 


CHICAGO, July 31.—With the possi-

ac- 


quittal on the charge of murdering Mr.*. 
Marie Weloker Hoch, the authorities of 
Cincinnati and St. Louis have been in 
communication with Assistant State's 
Attorney Olson relative to crimes of big- 
amy and murder that Hoch is said to 
have committed in those cities.

Late Saturday afternoon ten sail and

Two of the crafts came to 
grief off or near the port of Racine, the 
Violet Louise, naptha launch, Captain J. 
F. Consul, being driven high and dry on . 
the beach at Korth Point, narrowly es- 
caping the rocky reef and being wrecked, 
and the sloop Minota, Captain Atkins, 
was disabled and run to port. The night 
was dark and a heavy wind and sea pre- 
vailed from the northeast. 


The Violet Louise made good headway 


up the west shore, although the waves 
washed over the bows and the night was 
pitch dark. They passed Kenosha 
and 


believed it was Racine. When off North 
Point the seas were so fierce lights were 
extinguished and the charts could not be 
distinguished. 


BOAT WAS LOST. 


Being practically lost, the captain and 


crew decided to make a run for shelter, 
or rather to find out where they really 
were. The big flash light on Racine point 
was seen and they thought it might be 
Racine, for there is a pier extending into 
the lake. They headed for this pier, but 
were soon in the breakers and could not 
get out. 
Then the boat was run full 


speed for the shore. Luckily she passed 
over the dangerous reef ind was driven 
high and dry on the sandy beach and the 
crew, although 
soaked 
to the skin, 


stepped to shore. 


'PHONED FOR HELP. 


This happened about 10 o'clock Satur- 


day night and as soon as possible the 
crow found a telephone and notified the 
life saving station of their predicament. 
They said that the boat was in no dan- 
ger and that a tug need not be sent out 
until daylight; that they would sleep on 
the beach. Early in the morning the life 
saving crew, with the tug Dixon. steamed 
to the stranded boat. A line was run to 
shore, circled about the hull of the craft 
and everything made ready to release it. 


PULLED TO DEEP WATER. 


A few stiff pulls by the tug and the 


yacht was hauled over tiie sand 
and 


rocks to deep water and brought to this 
port. Examination m.ide by the 
life 


saving crew revealed that the engine was 
all right, the boat was not leaking, but 
;he shoe was bent and damaged. It was 
removed to a blacksmith shop and re- 
paired and the boat steav.ied northward 
n the afternoon, but nor crew admitted 
that they were prnciiivilly out of the 
race. All on board congratulated them- 
selves on escaping so luckily, for had 
the yacht happened to strike a rock it 
would have been wrecked and the crew, 
or some of them, perished. 


THE MIN'OTA DISABLED. 


The sloop Minota. after leaving Chi- 


cago, stuck to the west shore, hoping to 
catch a west wind, but instead encoun- 
tered a northeaster. As a result she 
headed into the gale all the way up and 
shipped big seas, the captain admitting 
it was a dangerous and rough night. The 
starboard shroucis of rhe little boat wet* 
carried away, also a p.irt of the pin rail. 
Although the sloop continued after mak- 
ing repairs, her crew did not hope 
to 


win. 


VEXCEDOR WINS RACE. 


The big one-sticker stoop Vencedor, 


built by tho former Racine Boat com- 
pany. n:w of Muskegon, Mich., won th« 
nice, having arrived at her destination 
at 10:50 Sunday morning. Two minutes 
later the Juanita crossed the line, T»ren- 
ty minutes after the Cyraa passed the 
piers and was followed by the Gloria.

ter the first determination of the value 
of such general property i» made and en- 
tered upon t'ne records according to law, 
there can be but one additional or furth- 
er determination of such value, and that, 
this bo made only after the hearing for 
a review of railroad property and the 
general property pursuant to the pro- 
visions of section 10 of chapter 315, lava 
of ino3. 


"The aggregate of state, county, and 


local taxes levied on the general proper- 
ty of the state in 100-1, n-s returned to 
this board by the secretary of state, is 
the sum of ?21,314.752.8S, and the value 
of the general property at S1.R42.S41.000, 
the average r.uc of taxation would be 
1.1."602 per ecu!, or $11.06 plus on each 
$1,000 of valuation.

At Dennis McCarthy's a hailstone 
eight inches in

commission, acting as a state boad of 
assessment, yesterday announced the pre- 
liminary assessment of the railroad prop- 
erty in the state for the current year.

tal valuation, and about 12 cents per 
$1,000 in the average rate of taxation. 
The board will begin hearing the pro- 
tests of the' railroads, if an.y are made, 
on Aug. 10, and will be 'in session from 
day to day, unless adjourned for a long- 
er time, until Sept. 16. The board yes- 
terday sent out the following notice to 
the railroads: 


"The notice of the^earing appointed 


for the railroad companies for a review 
of the assessment of their properties as 
well as the value of the general proper- 
ty of the state, gives the value of such 
general property as entered on the rec- 
ords of the board at $1,842,841.000. 


"It is the opinion of the board that af- 


ter the first determination of the value 
of such general property is made and en- 
tered upon the records according to law, 
;here can be but one additional or fnrth- 
r determination of such value, and that 
this be made only after the hearing for 
a review of railroad property and the 
general property pursuant to the pre- 
visions of section 10 of chapter 315. laws, 


f 1003. 
'"The aggregate of state, county, and 


oeal taxes levied on the general proper- 
ty of the state in 1904, as returned to 
.his board by the secretary of state, is 
.he sum of $21,314,752.38, and the value 
of the general property at $1,842,841.000, 
the average rate of taxation would be 
1.15662 per cent, or $11.56 plus on each 
$1,000 of valuation. 
In case the valua- 


tion of the general property of tha state 
shall be increased over the amount above 
stated after the final hearing the aver- 
age rate of taxation will be lower.

"For two years; and the convict be- 


fore him had slept in this bed for three 


The Interest of the world in the 


Russian penal system is awakcmcd by 
Uw capture of tho island of Sakhalin 
by the Japanese. 
From time to time 


during tho past quarter of a century 
the civilized world has been shocked 
beyond measure at the tales of cruelty 
to which the Russian convicts in this 
vast prison have been subjected, and 
tho depths of degradation to 
which 


these onco human beings have bren 
brought. But Russia has been careful 
that but little of tho true picture of the 
island should roach the outside world, 
and newspaper and magazine writers 
from England, Franco and the United 
States have made repeated attempts 
to secure authentic descriptions of the 
conditions In this great prison land, 
and of the atrocious cruelties prac- 
ticed there, but none havo ever been 
fuHy 
successful. 
Much has 
boon 


guessed at, and tho world 
would 


scarcely credit these pictures of the 
Imagination. 


It has remaln»d for a Russian to 


give us a practically authentic pic- 
lure-erf-Sakhalin, and though, tho pic- 
ture is tampered by seeing 
things 


from tho Russian standpoint, it Is still 
a picture that is so horrible that it 
staggers humanity. 
This story of the 


horrors of Sakhalin has been 
pub- 


lished in book form, and it is only 
translated extracts from tha 
book 


that wo can give hero: 


The First Impression. 


First Impressions arc likely to be 


very vivid. 
I shall certainly never 


forget tho moment when our steam 
launch catne alongside the jetty at 
Korsakoffsk. The landing was crowd- 
ed with men. 
A few more steps and 


I was lost In that sea which I 
so 


yoarncd to fathorn. 


During the montlia I passed among 


the convicts at Sakhalin I could not 
free myself from two impressions 
\vh!ch held mo in thrall, tortured me 
and oppressed my soul like a heavy 
burden. 
They still aro holding my 


soul under their ban and still aro 
oppressing it. 
Tho first nC these im- 


pressions concerns my trip to Sak- 
halin. 
Our steamer, which 
trans- 


ported the ooDvicts from Odessa, re- 
minded me of a huge br.rgo, like those 
used In our sea-coast towns for tow- 


houses for officials are located on 
tho side of a rather steep hill. 
Tho 


prison Is a long way up tho moun- 
| tain. It is a low one-story building, 


I and does not command the view nor 
! intrude itself 
upon the 
observer. 


Houses of settlers line both sides of 
the hill. 
Nothing horrible, nothing 


somber Is revealed at first sight. You 
are inclined to rejoice over the ap- 
parent respectability of 
the 
place, 


nnd driving up the road to Korsa- 
koffsk you smilo and think: "Well.- 
this Is very neat, very neat, Indeed." 


But wait! 
Sakhalin is a swamp, 


tho surface of which is covered by 
pretty meadows. It looks charming- 
ly green, but a step and you sink 
In the deep, cold, sticky and viscous 
mire. 


Tho remark about 
tho neatness 


hardly escapes your lips when you 
hear around the corner the rattling of 
chains. 
Harnessed to a cact, grasp- 


Ing tho shaft In their hands, convicts 
arc dragging refuse to tho sea. 


What a depressing sight to see men 


doing the work of horses. 


The road leads past the prison, and 


one can see tho grimy window panes 
behind heavy iron bars. Right above 
us is the hospital and directly oppo- 
site the mortuary. 


Tho Chain Prison. 


Tho chain prison of Sakhalin Is In- 


tended for tho criminals of the worst 
kind. Officially it is called the "prison 
for tho testing of convicts," while the 
"prison for convicts showing signs of 
reforming," or the "free prison," is 
used for convicts who have passed 
the test of the "chain prison." 


"Our chain prison is bad, very bad," 


remarked the inspector. 
"We 
are 


building a new one, but it will take 
years to get it ready." . . • 


"Attention!" calls out a guard. A 


rattling of chains, and tho convicts 
rise from the benches. 
On Easter 


Sunday two of the convicts fled from 
the prison, in spite of the fact that 
the convicts in a body had given 
their "word of honor" not to attempt 
an escape. 
As a punishment, all of 


them were put In chains. It is moist 
and close. 
Not an attempt at venti- 


lation. 
No attempt at making the 


place habitable. 
No effort to make

The Female Prison. 


The prison for women Is very small. 


It consists of one ward which holds 
ten persons. The woman convicts of 
Sakhalin are punished for their crimes 
in a special manner. They are given 
away 
to settlers as so-called "life 


mates." 
Only those are in 
prison 


whose cases have not been 
finally 


passed upon. Two women arise as we 
enter. One is an old Tcherkessian 
from the hills of Caucasus, who does 
not speak a word of Russian. 
The 


other is a young woman. 
She was 


banished for life because she had 
induced her godfather to kill her hus- 
band. 


"Why?" 
"I was married to him against my 


will, and I loved my godfather. 
I 


thought they would send us away 
together. But they sent him to one 
place and me to another." 


In Sakhalin she committed a crime 


rare in the annals of the island. She 
had defended her life mate with a 
gun. 
He got himself into a fight 


with tho settlers. 
Nine men sur- 


rounded him, and were beating him. 
She rushed to her hut, grabbed 
a 


rifle, and shot Into the group. 


"You 
must have learned to love 


your life mate?" 


"Of course; would I have fought 


for him? 
I might havo been killed. 


He's a good fellow; I hoped I could 
live with him to the end, and now 
there's a fine mess to be in." 


She dries her tears and sobs si- 


lently. 


"Nothing will happen to her," says 


the inspector. "She will be convict- 
ed and given to some settler in one 
of the distant settlements.

The Russian Prison Colony aad Its 


Terrible Tragedies. 


DESCRIBED BY A RUSSIAN WRITER 


Terrible Cruelty of the Keepers and the Exe- 


cutioners — Methods of Pvmishment That 


Stagger Humanity—Dreaded "Knout" 


and How It Is Applied, 


The Interest of the -world in the 


Russian penal system is awakened by 
toe capture of the island of Sakhalin 
by the Japanese. 
Prom time to time 


during the past quarter of a century 
the civilized -world has been shocked 
beyond measure at the tales of cruelty 
to which the Russian convicts in this 
vast prison have been subjected, and 
the depths of degradation to 
which 


these once human beings have been 
brought. But Russia has been careful 
that but little of the true picture of the 
island should reach the outside world, 
and newspaper and magazine writers 
from England, Prance and the United 
States have made repeated attempts 
to secure authentic descriptions of the 
conditions in this great prison land, 
and of the atrocious cruelties prac- 
ticed there, but none have ever been 
fully 
successful. 
Much has 
been 


guessed at, and the world would 
scarcely credit these pictures of the 
imagination. 


It has remained for a Russian to 


give us a practically authentic pic- 
ture ot Sakhalin, and though, the pic- 
ture is tempered by seeing 
things 


from the Russian standpoint it is still 
a picture that is so horrible that it 
staggers homanity. 
This story of the 


horrors of Sakhalin has been 
pub- 


lished in book form, and it is only 
translated extracts from the 
book 


that we can give hero: 


The First Impression. 


First impressions are likely to be 


very vivid. 
I shall certainly never 


forget the moment when our steam 
launch came alongside the jetty at 
Korsakoffsk. The landing was crowd- 
ed with men. A few more steps and 
I was lost (n that sea which I 
so 


yearned to fathom. 


During the months I passed among 


the convicts at Sakhalin I could not 
froo myself from two impressions 
which held me in thrall, tortured me 
and oppressed my soul like a heavy 
burden. 
They still aro holding my 


soul under thoir ban and still are 
oppressing it. 
The first o£ these im- 


pressions concerns my trip to Sak- 
halin. 
Our steamer, which trans- 


ported the convicts from Odessa, re- 
minded me of a huge barge, like those 
used in our sea-coast towns i'or tow- 


houses for officials are located on 
the side of a rather steep hill. 
The 


prison is a long way up the moun- 
tain. It is a low one-story building, 
and does not command the view nor 
intrude itself 
upon the 
observer. 


Houses of settlers line both sides of 
the hill. 
Nothing horrible, nothing 


somber is revealed at first sight. You 
are inclined to rejoice over the ap- 
parent respectability of the 
place, 


and driving up the road to Korsa- 
koffsk you smile and think: "Well,; 
this is very neat, very neat, Indeed." 


But wait! 
Sakhalin is a swamp, 


tho snrface of which is covered by 
pretty meadows. It looks charming- 
ly green, but a step and you sink 
in the deep, cold, sticky and viscous 
mire. 


The romarfc about 
the 
neatness 


hardly escapes your lips when you 
hear around the corner the rattling of 
chains. Harnessed to a cart, grasp- 
ing the shaft in their hands, convicts 
are dragging refuse to the sea. 


What a depressing sight to see men 


doing the work of horses. 


The road leads past the prison, and 


one can see the grimy window panes 
behind heavy iron bars. Eight above 
us is the hospital and directly oppo- 
site the mortuary. 


The Chain Prison. 


The chain prison of Sakhalin is in- 


tended for the criminals of the worst 
kind. Officially it is called the "prison 
for the testing of convicts," while the 
"prison for convicts showing signs of 
reforming," or the "free prison," is 
used for convicts who have passed 
the test of the "chain prison." 


"Our chain prison is bad, very bad," 


remarked the inspector. 
"We 
are 


building a new one, but it will take 
years to get it ready." . . , 


"Attention!" calls out a guard. A 


rattling of chains, and the convicts 
rise from the benches. 
On Easter 


Sunday two of the convicts fled from 
the prison, in spite of the fact that 
the convicts in a body had given 
their "word of honor" not to attempt 
an escape. 
As a punishment, all of 


them were put in chains. 
It is moist 


and close. 
Not an attempt at venti- 


lation. 
No attempt at making the 


place habitable. 
No effort to make 


| ed to the handcuffs, 1-rt. now the for- 
mer is the more usii.-.i method.

matter where the convict may turn, 
he drags with him the unwelcome 
burden. 
He even sleeps with it on 


bench made specially for the purpose. 


"How long is he condemned to be 


chained to the barrow?" I asked. 


"For two years; and the convict be- 


fore him had slept in this bed for three 
years." 


I approached the "bed." The head 


end of the bench is worn out with 
the friction of the chain. 
The wood 


had rubbed up against the iron for 
five years. 
"Even the wood wears 


out," grumbles the convict. 


The punishment is very cruel, and 


would be intolerable if the convicts 
did not ease their burdens now and 
then. 
It is impossible to chain the 


convicts so fast as to absolutely pre- 
vent their freeing themselves. 
With 


the help of their mates sometimes 
they grease the chains with soap and 
take off their burden at night under 
incredible agonies. But still for a few 
hours each month they manage to rid 
themselves of their incubus. . . . 


All around us we see angry faces. 


They peer hopelessly into the future. 
The glances are cold, hard, somber 
and bitter. ... 


Among the chained convicts many 


ar.e captured fugitives, relapsed mur- 
derers, and many still waiting to be 
sentenced. 


"Why were you convicted?" Sus- 


pected of murder." "And you ?" "Sus- 
pected of theft." 
"And you?" "Sus- 


pected of murder." 
Nothing 
but 


"suspects!" "And you?" "Killed two 
men." , The reply came frank, sharp 
and firm. ... 


The Female Prison. 


The prison for women Is very small. 


It consists of one ward which holds 
ten persons. The women convicts of 
Sakhalin are punished for their crimes 
in a special manner. Ther are given 
away 
to 
settlers as so-called "life 


mates." 
Only those are in 
prison 


whose cases have not been 
finally 


passed upon. Two women arise as we 
enter. One is an old Tcherkessian 
from the hills of Caucasus, who does 
not speak a word of Russian. 
The 


other is a young woman. 
She was 


banished for life because she had 
induced her godfather to kill her hus- 
band. 


"Why?" 
- ..-aa.; - 


"I was married to him against my 


will, and I loved my godfather. 
I 


thought they would send us away 
together. But they sent him to one 
place and me to another." 


In Sakhalin she committed a crime 


rare in the annals of the island. She 
had defended her life mate with a 
gun. 
He got himself into a fight 


with the settlers. 
Nine men sur- 


Otherwise woe was ta store for him. 
He was smart enough to do his busi- 
ness without fear of detection.

authorities could

find 
proof 


against him, and the convicts feared 
him. But as they could at least bar- 
gain with him, they considered Elm a 
convenient man in the executioner's 
office. 


After the expiration of his penal

He had hanged 13 men in Sakhalin, 
and, being a specialist, hoped to earn 
the three rubles. 
In the meanwhile, 


pending the execution, he hired him- 
self out to the wife of a settler to 
mind her children. Such are the cus- 
toms of Sakhalin. 


KomleH came from Kostroma, in 


central Russia, where he had studied 
for the ministry, and was fond of 
Scriptural texts, particularly from the 
Old Testament. 
He was sentenced 


to 20 years' hard labor for highway 
robbery in broad daylight, and for 
attempted murder. 
He fled in 1882 


from Sakhalin, but was caught at 
the narrowest point of the 
Tartar 


straits, having almost crossed over 
the continent. 
For this attempt he 


received 96 lashes with the knout, and 
his time was extended another 
20 


years. Executioners were very busy in 
those days, and Terski, a famous Sak- 
halin executioner, needed a helper. 
The convicts drew lots, and Komleff 
was chosen for the post. 


But Komleff still dreamed of free- 


dom. 
In 1889 he again broke jail, was 


caught again, and received 15 years 
additional. 


"Fifty-five years' hard labor," proud- 


ly exclaims Komleff. 
Besides, he was 


sentenced to 45 lashes with the knout. 
Terski "waited" on his pupl!. 


"Well, dear scholar, lay thee down, 


and I will show thee how to knout, 
said Terski. And he "shewed" him. 
Thirteen years later Komleff said to 
me, "I am still rotting." He bared hts 
back. 
His body looked as if it had 


been seared and branded with hot 
Irons. It was terrible to see. Thick 
white scars covered a portion of his 
back, and elsewhere instead of skin 
was seen a thin reddish membrane. 
The punishment must have been some- 
thing dreadful. Thus one execution- 
er jested with another. 
But soon Ter- 


ski was detected taking a bribe from 
a convict and promising to spare him 
In consideration. 


"No, sir, never." 
The physician looks wrathfully at 


the imbecile. 
"Look at me. Don't 


you ever cough? Cough?" "No, sir; 
I never cough!" 


The doctor is beside himself with 


anger. 
He throws a look of hatred 


at the convict His glance seems to 
say: 
"Lie, you devil, lie, why don't 


you?" But the convict cannot 
see 


through it. "No, sir; never." 


The doctor sits down and calmly en- 


ters: "Heart failure." In his anger he 
breaks ths pen. 
The inspector looks 


at the doctor's certificate. 
"Exempt 


from corporal punishment. Take him 
out." 
Everybody heaves a sigh of 


relief. "The damned idiot!" said the 
doctor later to me in confidence.

The corporal punishment was ad- 


ministered at five- o'clock.

wo bundles of rods carefully tied 
ogether and about six feet long, lay 
alongside the "horse." 
Seven men 


were lined up against the wall of the 
doctor's office. 
The executioner stood 


n the doorway with a knout in his 
lend. 
The atmosphere was oppress- 


ive. 
"Forward!" Ivan Wassjutin, a 


very young fellow, almost a boy, was 
the first to come forward. 


Behind him were two mountaineers 


from Caucasus; a Russian who had 
escaped from a Siberian prison fol- 
lowed the 
hillsmen. 
They had al 


been sentenced to corporal punish- 
ment. The verdict was read out loud, 
all those present standing up. Then 
followed the doctor's examination and 
the investigation of previous corporal 
punishment, and the doctor signed the 
report. 


The document was handed to the 


convict, who had to certify in advance 
that he had received the punishment. 
The Russians obeyed and signed the 
papers; the letters which composed 
Wassjutin's signature were

an Inch apart, for his hand did not 
tremble, but fairly danced over the 
paper.
